Co. C 'Reunion' At Hungnam 


Pond memories of Marin were 
revived in a “bull session’’ held a 
few weeks ago in Korea when a 
group of old Company “C” Marines 
had a reunion in Hungnam. 
News of the gathering of the 
boys was received in Sausalito by 
the parents of Cpl. James I. Vick­ 
ers, 1st Marine division, ir a letter 
mailed from Masan, toward the end 
of December. 
Jim, 19 years old, a Tamalpais 
High graduate, who was attending 
the College of Marin when Marine 
Reserve Company C, was called to 
arms, had just returned to the 
front after 31 days in a hospital 
when he wrote. He had been 
w ounded in the hip. 
Good, clean Marin drinking water, 
the desire to go to a school foot­ 
ball game and yell their lungs out, 
the wish to see a movie, and just 


to be home were things the boys 
talked about. 
Leo Cronin, Richard Nave, Frank 
Tovar, Lou Linci, James Thomp­ 
son, Ole Christensen and Johnny 
Peak were all there. 
Jim says; “What a time we had 
talking. It made me lonesome for 
home—you don’f know how much 
I want to be home for Christmas 
and eat some good, clean American 
home-cooking . . . to play golf at 
Mill, Valley with Dad or go on some 
of those Sunday drives, and take 
the puppies for a walk through the 
woods.” 
He assured his folks, Mr. and Mrs. 
W. P. Vickers who live in Marin 
Dormitories that he is alright now 
and told them not to worry about 
him.He told them that the move to 
South Korea by the Marines went 
off without a hitch. He was on out­ 


post duty for three days and nights 
at Hamhung waiting to make con­ 
tact with Marines coming out of 
the trap at the Changjin reservoir. 
His duty was to guide them through 
the ñnes to their respective areas 
at Hungnam for evacuation. 
“You should have seen those poor 
feJicws,” he writes, “when they 
came out of the mountains, you 
would have sworn there wasn't a 
live human in tiy lot. ’ Some of 
them who were in the last war said 
it was worse than the Bataan death 
march. There was only 20 per cent 
of the division left and only half 
o them in any condition to fight.” 
Jim closed his letter to his Dad 
and Mother by apologizing for not 
being able to wrap his holiday gifts 
he mailed them “very Christmas- 
like.” He said it made him feel 
good to send a box home with some­ 
thing in it for everyone.

TOKYO (Saturday) (U.R) — Chinese Communist vanguards 
plunged 45 miles south of the 38th parallel Friday in a massive 
flanking drive which may force the U. S. 8th Army back into the 
old Pusan perimeter. 
The Red attack swirled toward Wonju, 53 miles southeast 
of Seoul, and began rolling for the first time down the east 
coast highway toward the old Pohang battleground ot the first 
Red invasion.

The U. S. 8th Army abandoned the Han river line south 
of Seoul and broke off contact with pursuing Red forces. Some 
sources thought the southward retreat may continue all the way 
to Taegu, 53 miles northwest of Pusan. 
Allied forces also pulled out of Inchon, the port of Seoul, 
but the Reds made no immediate attempt to occupy the city. 
They appeared to be throwing their f- 
main strength into a pursuit of the

WASHINGTON (JP)—The Defense 
Department plans to ask Congress 
to let It draft 18-year-olds and 
tighten deferments and exemptions 
for currently draft eligible men from 
19 through 25.

Taft Questions 
Truman’s Power 


To Commit Troops 
WASHINGTON (JP) — Senator 
Taft (R., Ohio) declared in the 
Senate toda^that President Truman 
has no power to commit American 
troops to a European defense force 
without approval first from Con­ 
gress. 
Taft asserted, too, that the Presi 
dent “without authority ,,. involved 
us in the Korean war.” 
In his first foreign policy speech 
of the 82nd Congress, Taft said he 
!s willing to commit “some limited 
number of American divisions” to 
North Atlantic .defenses. But he 
said the Europeans must take the 
ead in forming such a force. 
“I do not think we should force 
our assistance on nations which do 
not wish to arm themselves,” the 
Ohio senator declared. “I do not 
think we should insist or even urge 
that Europeans form a great inter­ 
national army unless they request 
us to help them with that project. 
“I do not think we should assume 
the leadership in toe formation of 
a great international army by toe 
appointment of an American com­ 
mander-in-chief.” 
President Ttiiman has already 
named Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
for that plfwe and the Truman ad­ 
ministration had laid plans to send 
additional American troops to Eur­ 
ope to serve in the combined de­ 
fense force. 
At a news conference only yes­ 
terday, President Truman said there 
was no question but that he had 
authority to send additional troops 
to Europe.

Fine Block Wardens 


Says CD Director 


BACRAM unto, 
W o in e n 
would make excellent block wardens 
in California’s civil defense organ­ 
isation, State C. D. Director Walter 
M. Robertson said yesterday. 
“They’re energetic, hardworking,1 
Robertson told about 500 city offi­ 
cials at an emergency conference 
of the league of California cities, “I 
strongly urge you to use them to the 
maximum.’* 
The director's statement was in 
answer to a question by Deputy 
Mayor George N. Hartwell of Fres­ 
no. Hartwell pointed out that most 
men are away from their homes for 
a third of the day or so, and hence 
not available for service is .their 
neighborhoods, 
; 
Robertson declared that on this 
account not only should women be 
used but that the block warden sys­ 
tem should be organized at least 
three deep—so that at least one of 
them will be on hand at all times. 
About 350,000 wardens are needed 
in the state, Robertson reiterated, 
They make fine recruiting officers 
for other civil defense jobs, he said, 
and they are the ideal persons to1 
transmit Information to Individuals 
anij families. 
Every family in the state should 
have Its own "family plan" of what 
to do In case of an air raid alert, 
Robertson declared. :

Forecast For Self-Employed 


NEW YORK, N. Y.—Self-employ­ 
ed women, of whom there are thou­ 
sands in the National Federation of 
Business 8c Professional Women’s 
Clubs, have a better financial fu­ 
ture, according to Judge Sarah T. 
Hughes of Dallas, Texas, president 
of the organization. 
"Amendments to the 15-year-old 
Social Security Act, effective Janu­ 
ary 1, now make it possible for sev­ 
eral categories of women to come 
under the protection of the social 
security act," Judge Hughes said. 
"Approximately four and three- 
quarter million self-employed per­ 
sons-whose annual net income is at 
least $400 will be covered. The self- 
employed not eligible are fanners, 
doctors, lawyers, osteopaths, chiro­ 
practors, 
optometrists, 
Christian 
Science practitioners, naturopaths, 
professional engineers, accountants 
and funeral directors.

"Seventy-five per cent of the 
1,000,000 domestic workers covered 
under the new law are women, and 
70 per cent of the 600,000 workers in 
non-profit organizations now eligible 
for coverage are women.

WASHINGTON—A

ceremony here will mark the 91st 
anniversary of the birth* of Carrie 
Chapman Catt, flic suffragist, when 
two Interesting volumes testifying to 
the far reaching effects of Mrs 
Catt’s teachings, will be presented to 
the Library of Congress next Tues­ 
day, January 9. 
The books are the gift of the 
Carrie Chapman Catt Memorial 
Fund, created in 1947 by the League 
of Women Voters oragnlzed in 1920 
as an outgrowth of the National 
American Woman Suffrage Associa­ 
tion, which Mrs. Catt founded. 
The fund was set up to help wo­ 
men in foreign countries who seek 
American aid in the use of their 
citizenship, and* to help American 
college and university students to 
become more active and effective 
citizens. Mrs. Charles Henning of 
New York City is president of the 
fund. 
One of the volumes will be pre­ 
sented by Mrs. F. Louis Slade, also 
of New York, a life-long friend of 
Mrs. Catt, and the last president 
of the N. A. W. S. A. It contains 
names of contributors to the fund 
inscribed by hand by Miss Alda Wil­ 
son, confidential companion of Mrs. 
Catt (who died in 1947) and execu­ 
tor of her estate. 
The other book represents a pro- 
ection of Mrs. Catt’s Ideas* toward 
the future. It is the first copy of 
a pamphlet, "ABC of the USA," and 
presents an intrepretation in sim­ 
ple, popularized form of the repre­ 
sentative democracy in the United 
States. 
It is to be sold in this 
country and abroad. Its publication 
was made passible through the sale 
of a star sapphire brooch given to

'No Leniency' 
REVIEWING HIS TROOPS 


Our friends the Air Force officials at Hamil­ 
ton Air Base have scored again in the field of 
public relations. 
This time it was Brigadier General Donald 
'U, Hutchinson, acting commander of the West­ 
ern Air Defense Force, at bat. 
Earlier in the week he directed a letter to 
civilian police agencies asking “no leniency” for 
traffic violators in Air Force uniform “regardless 
of persons or rank.’* 
Although there seem to have been lately a few 
more than average number of traffic accidents 
involving Air Force personnel, we still don’t 
know of any general criticism being leveled at 
airihen for their driving habits. And General 
Hi/tchinson’s statement certainly will serve now 
to head off any such criticism should it be in the 
offing. 
By and large through the years, the relations 
between Hamilton Field personnel and Marin 
citizens have been exemplary. 
This is as it 
should be. 
It is unfortunate that in some other localities 
adjacent to military establishments, the civilian 
populace sometimes comes to resent the ever­ 
present soldiers, sailors, marines or airmen. 
Fortunately, this has never been the case to 
any great extent with Hamilton Field and Marin 
county. 


And as long as Hamilton Field is staffed with 
people of the perception like General Hutchin­ 
son, Marin can count on continuing pleasant 
relations with the Air Force personnel stationed 
here. 


Isolationist Revival 


“Isolationism” is an unpleasant term. It con­ 
notes a thoroughly discredited theory of national 
policy, a theory which has long been left behind 
by ¿he changing times. 
There are very few 
Americans, among high leaders or ordinary citi­ 
zens, who are willing to be called isolationists. 
Yet the times are ripe for a revival of isolation­ 
ism» and the seeds of it already are showing 
healthy sprouts. 


It is becoming clear that we must of necessity 
reduce our foreign enterprises. This raises the 
question of how much we should reduce them, 
how much we should draw in our political and 
military frontiers. With growing strength there 
is being advanced the proposition that we should 
go the whole way, should withdraw within our 
own borders, make our home fortress impreg­ 
nable and dare any enemy to attack us. This is 
Isolationism, pure and simple. History tells us 
that it won’t work. No nation has ever been 
able to conquer the world, and none has been 
able to withdraw from it 


There is a vast difference between retreat from 
a battlefield and retirement from a contest. Our 
forces last summer made the long and bitter 
retreat from Seoul to Pusan, but it was made 
with the idea of some day going back to Seoul. 
Every step of retreat was a step intended to be 
retraced; there was no idea of retiring from the 
contest. * 


Our forces have had to retreat again; before it 
Is over they may have to retreat even beyond 
Pusan. We may have to make political retreats 
also. If we make these retreats with the firm 
intent to retrace our steps when we can, then 
retreat is not disaster. If we should retreat with 
no heart to go back, with the thought of retiring 
from the contest, then we would be beaten. All 
would be lost. 


Here is the difference between temporary 
retrenchment and isolationism. We must pull 
back, to regroup our forces, to marshall our 
strength and to adjust our commitments to 
match our abilities. This is true of political 
affairs, in the United Nations and other group­ 
ings, as well as in military operations. But let 
us not do it under the illusion that we can 
isolate ourselves and let the rest of the world go. 
Onr objective is still a world of peace and justice 
through organization; let’s take no step back­ 
ward without the intent to retrace that step 
when we can. 
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No American Outfit Will Hit 
Panic Button Again In Korea

Winter time in Korea has given 
GIs a chance to watch the opera­ 
tion of a Korean architectural de­ 
velopment several hundred years 
old which American house-build- 
01*8' ci» just catching up with.

YONGDONG, Korea W —Misery 
Is massed and concentrated in 
this big rail Junction. Korean 
refugees literally fight for a place 
on any kind of a train going 
south . . . as far from the mass­ 
ing Chinese oommunlst hordes 
above parallel 38 as they can go 
on this peninsula. 
Their goal is the southeastern 
port, Pusan. 
They swarm here on foot by 
the thousands dally, from Seoul. 
That capital city already haa 
been evacuated of half of Its 
1,000,000 or more civilians. 
They had a terrifying 12 weeks 
under Red Korean rule last sum­ 
mer. They fear, even more, rule 
by Chinese should the Commun­ 
ists smash the United Nations* 
defense line near parallel 38. 
The refugees camp for days 
outside Yongdong s busy rail yard, 
waiting to get in. Once inside, they 
cannot be driven away. They 
climb on any chain of boxcars, 
refusing to believe guards who 
tell them the train isn’t going 
south. 
“One bunch stayed *hree days 
on a lina of cars that wasn’t 
raady to ba loaded,” said Pfc. Carl 
Honeywell, of Baxter Springs, 
Xas. “Nothing we could do would 
get them to leave.” 
Another group stuck for weary 
hours aboard a switch engine that 
did nothing but shuttle back and 
forth in the yard.

The refugees — old men, old 
women, young men, young women 
and many, many Children—eat as 
best they can. 8ome have brought 
food and cooked it huddled over 
small fires by the edge of the 
tracks. Others cook rice on top of 
the boxcars. Still others forage in 
garbage cans and pick up the. 
scr spsi dropped by 
refugees. 
They rip planking from the box­ 
cars at night for fires to keep 
themselves warm. They are so 
afraid of losing their places that 
they carry small cans In which 
to relieve their natural functions. 
The whole area is sour with the 
odor, and is ripe for epidemics. 
They strap themselves to the 
sides of flat cars, held to perilous 
footholds by slender strands of 
rotten rope. They pile their be­ 
longings so high that a low 
tunnel could sweep them to the 
roadbed. 
Women and children crowd the 
front and sides of locomotives The 
warm steam swirls around them 
and wets them. If the train takes 
off in bitter cold that moisture 
freezes—and when the train halts 
there will be frozen dead to be 
lifted off. 
Refugees wait from one day to 
a week before they get a train 
out. It then takes them from 48 
to 72 hours in winter weather to 
reach Pusan. And for most of 
them there is no friendly warmth 
waiting—just the unfriendly wel­ 
come of a strange city.

Tc Treat A Cold 
Is To Stay At Home, 
In Bed If Possible 


One of the most certain things 
we can say about the common 
cold is that it is very common. 
It is estimated that in this 
country at least one-fourth of the 
population experiences an average 
of three colds each year, usually 
during November, December, and 
early spring. With all the prog­ 
ress that medicine has made in 
the last 100 yean, it still remains 
true that there does not seem to 
be r y absolute cure for the 
common cold. 


USUAL SYMPTOMS 
The usual symptoms of a cold 
are so well known that it is hard­ 
ly necessary to describe them. The 
principal ones, of course, are the 
stuffy and running 
and 
cough. Only severe colds are ac­ 
companied by fever, and when 
this symptom is present, the 
doctor should always be consult­ 
ed. 
Though most disagreeable, colds 
in themselves are not particularly 
harmful. 
However, 
they 
invite 
other germs to get into the system 
by way of the lining of the nose 
and throat, and it is here that 
germs may set up serious diseases. 


SINUS INFECTIONS 
Among the common complica­ 
tions which may follow a cold 
are pneumonia, infections in the 
middle ear, and sinus Infections. 
The persdn who notices a cold 
coming on can do nothing better 


than to stay home in bed. A child 
should never be allowed to go to 
school with a cold, nor should an 
adult subject others around him 
to his cold. 
Moreover, staying at home also 
promotes a more rapid healing of 
the condition, and will .make the 
liklihood of complications more 
remote. 


HOT DRINKS 
Many people find comfort from 
the taking of hot drinks during 
a cold. A great many people ex­ 
perience a feeling of well-being 
from using the new antihistamine 
drugs, such as ben&dryl and py- 
ribenzamile which aid in drying 
up the nasal secretions and, in 
many Instances, apparently pre­ 
vent the cold from becoming more 
serious. It Is well to remember 
that such drugs should never ba 
taken without a doctor’s prescrip­ 
tion and advice. 
When fever occurs, we are no 
longer dealing with an ordinary 
cold, but perhaps with a more 
serious type of infection, such aa 
influenza or other virus infec­ 
tion. Here it is imperative that 
a doctor be called early. The sul­ 
fonamides and the antibiotics, 
such as penicillin, aureomycin, 
Chloromycetin, and terrain ye in 
have proved efficient in producing 
rajfrd cure of some of these com­ 
plications of a cold.

SACRAMENTO (P) — Governor 
Warren kept the capítol guessing 
today on details of the third term 
program he will submit to the new 
legislature Monday. 
There is a general assumption 
that it will be a "crisis” message— 
1—Pointing up the role of Cali­ 
fornia—an Industrial and farm giant 
In World War n —In the present 
emergency. 
• 3—Urging economy in all other 
fields in order to finance the ex­ 
panding civil defense activities dur­ 
ing this "greatest of all emergencies." 
Politically. It may well be one of 
the most important speeches In 
Warren’s public career. 
The nation has shown definite in­ 
terest In the Republican In a Demo­ 
cratic state who defeated Democrat 
James Roosevelt last November by 
over 1 ,000,000 votes. His victory will 
bid for attention when the Republi­ 
cana start picking their presidential 
nominee next year. 
Warren first took office in 1843 
in the midst of a war. In 1947, when 
he was sworn in for a second term, 
California was going through a 
bustling readjustment period. No 
other Golden State governor haa 
ever been given a third term.

The Balance Sheet and Statement of Income of the Marin 
Municipal Water District for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1950, 
is submitted herewith. 
The growth of Marin County has continued even more rapidly 
during the past 12 months than it did during the previous year, 
requiring ever increasing enlargements of our water system. 1160 
new service connections were installed to supply new homes within 
the District as compared with 960 new services during the previous 
year, and indications are that the growth of the County will be 
even greater during the next 12 months period. 
Approximately 65,000 feet or almost 13 miles of new and larger 
water mains have been laid during the past year principally in 
new subdivisions in which are being built hundreds of new homes to 
care for the ever increasing population of the County. 7,400 feet 
of new 38-lnch pipeline was laid from the East Portal of Pine 
Mountain Tunnel to Fairfax Gatehouse, which has doubled the 
capacity of our pipeline delivery from Alpine and Bon Tempe Dams 
into our distributing system. 
The first contract in connection with the construction of a 
new 24-lnch and 18-inch pipeline to Southern Marin was awarded 
this soring. The new line, a major portion of which will be com­ 
pleted by the summer of 1951, will make it possible to deliver an ad* 
ditional 6 million gallons of water per day to this fast growing 
area, including Larkspur and Corte Madera, trebllfig the present 
summer delivery of approximately 3 million gallons per day, 
A new and larger reservoir Is being planned on our watershed 
lands on Lower Lagunitas Creek below Alpine Dam. This reservoir 
when completed will hold over 4 billion gallons, which is more water 
than all of our present reservoirs combined, doubling our present 


storage and providing a summer peak load supply of approximately 
30 million gallons per day as compared to our present requirement 
of about 14 million gallons per day. It Is expected that the survey! 
and design of the new dam will be completed sufficiently this comf 
Ing year to permit the letting of contracts for construction in th i 
spring of 1952.

The construction of the new pipelines installed during the past 
12 months have been financed from District revenue and to some^ 
extent from funds provided by the 1949 Bond issue. However,, all 
of the larger construction items such as the Southern Marin pipeliné 
costing approximately $750,000 and the proposed new reservoir and* '* 
dam on Lagunitas Creek costing over $1,600.000. will be financed', r 
from monies received from the $4,000,000 Bond issue approved by--.- 
the voters of the District in November 1949 by a majority of D to V*. *j 
This Bond issue will also provide for many other enlargements ofc.. " 
reservoirs and pipelines in every town within the boundaries of 
the District.

SACRAMENTO (HR)—The attor­ 
ney general’s office has ruled that 
highway patrolmen, Sheriff’s depu­ 
ties, or other peace officers do not 
have the authority to collect cash 
bail from law violators. 
The district attorney of Shasta 
county had requested the ruling. He 
pointed out that the responsibility 
for making traffic citations has 
been shifting "in increasing numb­ 
ers” to the Sheriff’s office. 
He said that a great number of 
the violators lived in the county or 
out of town and asked if the ar­ 
resting officer could accept cash 
bail on the spot the citation was 
issued. 
The attorney general said that 
while several attempts had been 
made in the state legislature to 
allow such practice, the law now 
provides specifically that ball must 
be given to court clerks or in cer­ 
tain cases to the officer in charge 
of the jail.

Any 
prices which vary materially from 
the actual prices so determined will 
not be accepted by Uncle Sam as 
the true market value. 
Merchandise in inventory which is 
unsalable at normal prices or is 
unusuable in the normal way be­ 
cause of damage, imperfections 
shop wear, changes of style, odd or 
broken lots, or for other similar 
causes, including second hand goods 
taken in exchange, should be valued 
at the bona fide selling prices, less 
direct cost of selling. The bona 
fide selling price means an actual 
offering. of the goods to a pros­ 
pective purchasers or to the general 
public at these prices within thirty 
days after the date of the inventory. 
If such unsalable or unusable 
merchandise consists of raw mater­ 
ials or partly finished goods held 
for use or consumption and are of 
such a nature than an offer to sell 
is not practical, they shall be valued 
on a reasonable basis, taking into 
consideration the usability and the 
condition of the goods, but in no 
case shall such value be less than 
the scrap value. 
The burden of proof rests on you 
to show that such unsalable or un­ 
usable goods as are valued on the 
above basis come within these clas­ 
sifications. and you must maintain 
such records of the final disposition 
of such goods as will enable a veri­ 
fication of the inventory figures to 
be made.
